SHIP TO LAY 1,300 
MILES OF CABLE 


Telephone calls between London 
and Montreal or Toronto as clear 
as local ones came a step nearer 
Monday when the British cable ship 
Monarch sailed from London to lay 
1.300 miles of a second trans-At- 
lantic telephone cable. 

The Monarch will let out the cable 
across the Atlantic bottom in the 
deep sea portion of the link between 
Claranville, Nfld.. and Oban, Scot- 
land, The first cable between the 
two points, 2.250 miles apart, was 
laid last year, Each cable carries a 
voice only one way. 

When the link is completed this 
fall, for the first time trans-Atlan- 
tic calls can be made without the 
fading and squawking of present 
radio-telephone communications.

— Inves- 
tigators found Tuesday what they 
termed positive evidence that a 
collision in flight preceded the crash 
of two giant airliners which killed 
128 in commercial aviation’s worst 
disaster.

BUCKBRUSH IN PASTURE: Dur- 
the past week it was my privilege to 
inspect some pasture land that had 
ben sprayed with 2,4-D three years 
ago in an effort to kill buck brush. 
At that time we were not sure how 
heavy an application rate to use but 
we started out with 2 pounds 2,4-D 
acid per acre with about 10 gallons 
water, We also used 1 gallon diesel 
fuel with every 20 gallons water. 

The results now after three years 
are nothing short of miraculous. 
Buck brush has been completely eli- 
minated, there is no regrowth and 
the grass has come back in the areas 
where there was nothing but buck 
brush heretofore. 

The dried up buck buck brush has 
been trampled down by cattle until 
today there is a first class grazing 
pasture for cattle, capable of carrying 

for more head of stock than pre- 
viously. I repeat, you would almost 
| have to see this transformation to 
believe that it could actually take 
place with the mere application of 
2.4-D. If small willow or buck brush 
is a problem to you it would pay you 
to investigate the possibility of re- 
juvenating your pasture with a 
heavy application of 2,4-D, the mig- 
acle working chemical,

The Dominion census undertaken 
this month is an important govern- 
ment-instituted task that will re- 
quire the full support of all Cana- 
dians. This is an “off-year" tab- 
ulation of facts and figures that 
falls between the recognized decen- 
nial census of 1951 and 1961. 

Canada is now growing so rapidly 
and changing so much that the go- 
vernment considers a five-year cen- 
sus necessary to provide accurate 
tizures for intelligent forecasting 
and planning. Ten-year census fig- 
ures, it is felt, become outdated in 
au short time because of the move- 
ment of people between provinces 
and development and growth of new 
urban areas, 

This year's census will be less de- 
tailed than the one taken five years 
avo, It will cover only population 
and agriculture, It will not delve 
into employment and earnings, nor 
into population characteristics such 
as birthplace and education, hous- 
ing, services, etc, 

The questions on agriculture will 
have special significance in a farm- 
ing area like central Alberta. In- 
formation received about feed costs, 
machinery, crops, ete., will supply 
the government with valuable data 
fibout the latest trends in this im- 
portant Canadian industry, 

It wil) be interesting, too, to check 
Alberta's population gains. This 
province became the fourth in the 
Dominion to pass the million mark, 
after Ontario, Quebec and Britien 
Columbia, An official count at 
this time reveals just how quickly 
this oil-rich province is continuing 
to forge ahead,

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PRESIDENT OF CFA DISCUSSES 
MARKETING BOARDS 


H, H. Hannam, president of the 
Canadian Federation of Agriculture, 
States that marketing boards are not 
u substitute for co-operatives but are 
designed to complement co-opera- 
tives and achieve an objective be- 
yond which co-operatives can hope 
to reach. 

He claims criticisms of co-opera- 
lives is pretty much a thing of the 
past, because of the realization of 
what they have been able to do in 
orderiy marketing and the improve- 
ment of quality, The public, how- 
ever, is not yet reconciled to the tech- 
nique of marketing boards, fearing 
the idea of control over the individ- 
ual and the possibility of exploita- 
don of the consumer. 

Mr. Hannam thinks that the lat- 
ter fear is groundless and that sta- 
bilized prices and improvement of 
quality Would be a benefit to the 
consumer. in the matter of con- 
trols, Mr. Hannam says total con- 
trol Of @ product is necessary for an 
| eifective job of orderly marketing. 
Any marketing board must have tie 
Support of an overwhelming majority 
of producers and the controls which 
they are prepared to accept to es- 
Lublish better marketing Cannot be 
u serious detrunent to tne minority. 

Mr, Hunnam's arguement is logical 
and sound, Agriculture has been 
handicapped too long by over solici- 
tude for inconsequential rights otf 
the individual which have no real | 
value to him and yet are a stumbling 
block to the Welfare of the industry.
